The scheme, co-ordinated by officers at Northamptonshire County Council as part of the Casualty Reduction Partnership, has been running for 
four years and involves two pupils from years five and six acting as ambassadors for road safety within their school. 


The JRSOs highlight road safety issues 
amongst their classmates by speaking in 
assemblies, organising competitions and 
maintaining a notice-board of information 
leaflets and posters. They are supported by 
a team of casualty reduction officers from 
Northamptonshire County Council and can 
draw upon the resources of the whole 
Casualty Reduction Partnership including 
Northamptonshire Police and the county 
council’s fire and rescue service. 

The pupils keep a folder with details and 
photographs of all the work they carry out. 


At the end of the year a conference is 
organised which both rewards the children 
for their hard work and allows the 
partnership to judge the winners and 
runners-up based on the work they present 
in their folders. Previous conferences have 
been held at Silverstone Circuit and 
Brixworth Country Park, and plans are 
already under way for next year’s 
conference. 

Speaking at the launch of this year’s 
campaign at Sulgrave Manor, Janice 
Hamilton, head teacher at St. Mary’s 


Catholic Primary School in Aston-le-Walls, 
said: “Our school is joining the JRSO 
scheme for the first time this year and 
we’re delighted to be taking part. The 
children are very excited to become Junior 
Road Safety Officers and have lots of ideas 
on how to make the roads safer around our 
school.” 

Cllr Heather Smith, county council cabinet 
member for environment, growth and 
transport said: “The Junior Road Safety 
Officer scheme is an excellent opportunity 
for schoolchildren to learn about the 


importance of road safety and make an 
important contribution to our strategy for 
improving road safety and reducing the 
number of people killed or seriously injured 
on Northamptonshire’s roads. Over 70 
schools took part in the scheme last year 
and I would urge all schools within the 
county to sign up to this important 
scheme."

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Protesters ready to 
wheel in complaints

VILLAGERS are set to march on 
developers using wheelbarrows 
to carry complaints against 
plans to build 18,000 homes. 

The Quinton Action Group is 
looking to get tractors and wheel¬ 
barrows full of questionnaires air¬ 
ing their views against the West 
Northamptonshire Emergent 
Joint Core Strategy. 

They will leave Becket’s Park on 
Tuesday, September 29 to deliver 
their responses by dumping them 
on the doorstep of the West 
Northamptonshire Joint Planning 
Unit (WNJPU), at Cliftonville 
House on Bedford Road. 

Nola Collyer, a member of the 
Quinton Action Group, has lived 
in the village for more than 25 
years. 

She said: “We are a village quite 
typical in Northamptonshire. We 
do not have a shop, we do not 
have a pub. 

“We are speaking for all villages 
in Northamptonshire, not just 
Quinton. We believe that if they 
want to expand, they should be 
looking at Northampton town 
centre and brownfield sites. 

“They are trying to build 18,000 
homes, but there are no plans for 
infrastructure, they plan to build 
on a flood area and the land is 
very good agriculturally. 

“There are several species of 


rare wildlife in the area, and that 
too has been totally looked over. 

“We plan on getting people from 
as many villages as possible to 
join us in our protest next 
Tuesday. 

“We hope to get tractors and 
wheelbarrows full of the ques¬ 
tionnaires to leave them on the 
doorstep.” 

The residents of Quinton are not 
the only ones against the plans. 

The Hunsbury and Collingtree 
Residents Alliance (HCRA) are 
particularly concerned at the plan 
promoted by Bovis Homes to 
build 2,200 houses on farmland 
adjoining Collingtree Park Golf 
Course, land that drains into 
Wootton Brook and floods regu¬ 
larly. 

Fiona Croft, secretary of HCRA, 
said: “We have been fighting to 
challenge the WNJPU strategy 
document but in our case to stop 
a proposal for a further 2,200 
houses on land north of 
Collingtree village and Collingtree 
Park and adjacent to the Ml. 

“Obviously we are also opposed 
to the Northampton South East 
18,000 house proposal but that 
seems to be getting the headlines 
while the Northampton South 
houses are not currently on the 
radar. 

“We have met and communicat¬ 
ed with numerous Northampton 
bodies to raise our concerns on 
the impact this proposal would 


have on the existing environment 
in Collingtree and Collingtree 
Park. 

“The majority of local council¬ 
lors and existing residents are 
opposed to building on what is 
prime agricultural land. 

“The bottom line is that there is 
a large and rapidly growing resist¬ 
ance to the WNJPU Emergent 
Core Strategy document. 

“It must be stopped before large 
areas of Northampton are 
destroyed.” 

Planning committee chairman 
Tony Woods said: “One of the key 
features of these villages is that 
they offer something different 
from the urban areas. 

“In looking at how to accommo¬ 
date a growing population, we 
have to balance overdeveloping 
the urban areas and not threaten¬ 
ing the rural areas as much as we 
can. 

“We have been set government 
targets but Northampton is going 
to grow regardless, as it has in the 
last 20 to 30 years, and we cannot 
accommodate the growth with¬ 
out development. 

“There is no simple answer. We 
know that the infrastructure in 
Northampton is not up to scratch 
and that the sewage system is 
nearly at capacity. 

“These plans are not concrete 
they are very long term. Some 
plans will not take effect for 
another 20 years.”

Eviction threat if 
garden not tidied

A NORTHAMPTON couple face 
the threat of eviction from their 
council-owned home if they do 
not comply with an order to 
clean up their garden. 

Northampton County Court 
granted Northampton Borough 
Council a possession order 
against the property at Oat Hill 
Drive which had been the sub¬ 
ject of numerous complaints 
over rubbish that was strewn 
around the garden and the gen¬ 
eral poor state of the property. 

Judge Bray voiced his concern 
over the state of the garden at 
the house, which is the home of 
Simon, 46, and Julie Parkes, 48, 
and agreed with the council’s 
concern. 


On Friday, September 18 Judge 
Bray granted the council a pos¬ 
session order on the basis that 
the Parkes were in breach of 
their tenancy agreement with 
the council. 

The possession order was sus¬ 
pended however, on the basis 
that the couple will now ensure 
that they clean up their home 
and end the nuisance that they 
have been causing to other resi¬ 
dents. 

If the couple fail to comply 
with the order, the council can 
apply for a warrant to have them 
evicted. 

The council’s tenancy agree¬ 
ment contains an obligation on 
tenants, their families and any 
visitors not to do anything that 
causes annoyance or nuisance 
to any other person in the area. 


The court action was only 
taken after numerous attempts 
by council staff to work with the 
couple, to ensure their home 
was cleaned up, had failed. 

The Oat Hill Drive property 
will now be monitored by the 
council to ensure it is cleared up. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “Taking action that could 
lead to someone losing their 
home is always a last resort for 
us but in this case, the state of 
this house was a real cause of 
concern for people and at the 
very least it was extremely anti¬ 
social. We hope that these ten¬ 
ants will take the appropriate 
action to clean up their home 
and garden and remove the risk 
that they will be evicted.” 

The defendants were also 
asked to pay costs of £300. 


New fountain to be protected from high jinks 



A SEVEN jet water fea¬ 
ture to be built in the 
Market Square will be 
virtually vandal-proof. 

On Tuesday, mem¬ 
bers of Northampton 
Borough Council’s 
planning committee 
welcomed plans from 
West Northampton¬ 
shire Development 
Corporation (WNDC) 
to build a fountain in 
the entrance way of 
the Market Square in 
Northampton. 

As part of the feature, 
seven jets will shoot 
water up to 1.5 metres 
high which will be lit 
with LED lights and 
new street furniture 
will be installed. 

It was confirmed by 
officers that the fea¬ 
ture would be vandal- 
proof, with preventa¬ 
tive measures to stop 
would-be tricksters 
putting soap tablets 
into the system. 

The fountain will 


also switch off in high 
winds and at night. 
Cllr Matthew Golby 
said: “This is some¬ 
thing the town centre 
wants. 

“People still remem¬ 
ber the old water fea¬ 
ture. My grandad 
wrote a book about the 
Market Square and he 
believes that the old 


water feature was 
never replaced.” 

Cllr Richard Matth¬ 
ews said: “We should 
not let rowdy behav¬ 
iour stop the regenera¬ 
tion of our town, just 
because they do not 
respect our town. 

“It is important that 
we make these 
changes and let the 


police deal with rowdy 
behaviour.” 

Chairman of the 
committee, Cllr Brian 
Markham added: “I 
went to Montpellier 
market place recently, 
and it was huge. They 
have a water feature 
and their combination 
of lighting and enter¬ 
tainment was great.” 


Cheats face fines for dishonest claims 


BENEFIT fraudsters have been 
punished after refusing to meet 
with the council to discuss 
their case. 

Gareth Berry, formerly of 
Knaphill Crescent and Annette 
Wilson of Medbourne Walk, 
were prosecuted at magistrates 
court for claiming benefits they 
were not entitled to. 

In both cases, the individuals 
refused to meet with 
Northampton Borough Council 
to discuss the issue or attend 
any of the interviews set up 
which may have prevented 
them being taken to court. 

Mr Berry, 27, was found guilty 
of claiming more than £500 in 
housing benefit he was not 
entitled to. He must now pay a 
£350 fine, £600 in costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge as well as 
repaying the overpaid benefits. 

Mrs Wilson’s case was 


brought to Northampton 
Magistrates Court by the coun¬ 
cil’s benefit fraud team that had 
found evidence she had com¬ 
menced employment and was 
no longer receiving Job Seekers 
Allowance. 

By failing to declare this 
change in her circumstances, 
Mrs Wilson, 49, continued to 
dishonestly claim housing ben¬ 
efit and council tax benefit. 

She was found guilty of claim¬ 
ing more than £300 in housing 
benefit she was not entitled to. 

Mrs Wilson must pay a £350 
fine, £600 in costs and £15 vic¬ 
tim surcharge as well as repay¬ 
ing the overpaid benefits. 

Cllr David Perkins, borough 
council cabinet member for 
finance, said: “Benefit fraud is 
stealing money intended to 
help the town’s most vulnera¬ 
ble residents. Remember every 


fraud means each resident of 
Northampton has to pay more. 

“This is dishonest and cannot 
be tolerated. 

“Northampton Borough 
Council will continue to take 
action against anyone who 
tries to cheat or scam the sys¬ 
tem to get benefits they aren’t 
entitled to. 

“In both cases we tried to 
contact the individual to dis¬ 
cuss the situation, both failed 
to even respond to letters or 
meet with our officers. 

“Unfortunately this is not 
something where you can just 
bury your head in the sand, we 
have many ways of dealing 
with these matters and may 
have been able to avoid legal 
action and prosecution.”

NGH boss found 
hanged in woods

AN inquest has opened into the 
death of Northampton General 
Hospital’s director of medicine 
Peter Crocker. 

Mr Crocker was found hanged 
in Newton Wood, Hardmead 
Road, Newton Blossomville at 
11.25am on Monday, September 
14. 

Colleagues have already paid 
tribute to the director and man¬ 
ager of medicine and A&E, 
describing him as ‘such a nice 
bloke’. 

The 44-year-old, from Sleaford, 
Lincolnshire had left his home in 
Milton Keynes at 3pm on 
Sunday, but the next day his line 
manager phoned his wife to say 
he had not turned up for work. 

Mr Crocker, who had a history 
of depression and anxiety, had 
been seen by two police officers 
walking into the woods and a 


young woman riding a horse 
that morning came across him 
suspended from a tree with a 
tow rope as a ligature. 

Police and paramedics attend¬ 
ed the scene and he was taken to 
Milton Keynes General Hospital, 
but couldn’t be saved. 

Coroner Rodney Corner asked 
the family: “Was there any indi¬ 
cation that he would do this?” 

His wife Heather replied: “He 
came home on Friday with flow¬ 
ers for me. It was a quiet week¬ 
end. He was very unhappy about 
a meeting planned for the 
Monday afternoon. He was anx¬ 
ious about it.” 

Former colleague Mark Begley, 
the paramedic who identified 
Mr Crocker, said: “Pete was a 
shift officer in Milton Keynes 
before he moved on about seven 
years ago. 

“He went through the ranks 
and reached dizzy heights. 

“He was larger than life, he was 
ever such as nice bloke - he had 


a lot of time for the staff and was 
just an all-round good ambu¬ 
lance man. It’s very, very sad 
when anyone dies like this, but 
when it’s one of your own it’s 
very hard.” 

And a statement from the hos¬ 
pital said: “The death of Pete 
Crocker, our directorate manag¬ 
er for general medicine and 
emergency care, was devastating 
news for all his friends and col¬ 
leagues in the Trust. 

“Although he was with us for 
only a short time, his passion for 
improving patient care earned 
him great respect from his col¬ 
leagues, and he will be sadly 
missed by us all. 

“Our thoughts are with Pete’s 
family and friends at this very 
sad time.” 

The inquest has been 
adjourned until November 5.

Police take to the water to recover dead body 


THE death of a pensioner 
recovered from the River Nene 
is not being treated as suspi¬ 
cious. 

The man, believed to be in his 
70s, was found floating in the 
river near Midsummer Meadow 
car park at around 6.45pm on 
Friday, September 18 by a 
member of St John Ambulance. 

Police were called to the scene 
shortly after, and used a boat 
supplied by the Sea Cadet team 


to recover the body. They have 
said they do not believe there to 
be any suspicious circum¬ 
stances surrounding the death. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Documentation found with 
the body identified the 
deceased as a male in his mid 
70s. Subsequent enquires 
revealed that he was a resident 
at a care home in the town at 
the time of his death. While the 
death was treated as suspicious 


in the early hours of the investi¬ 
gation, subsequent enquiries 
by Crime Investigation Unit 
Officers and attending officers 
have revealed no suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding the 
death. 

“Undertakers removed the 
body from the scene later that 
evening. A post mortem will be 
undertaken this week and a 
report will be submitted to the 
Coroner.”

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Book shows how things have changed in Roade

A NEW book out this weekend will show 
there is more to Roade than meets the eye. 

‘Roade Through the Camera’ has been 
produced by Roade Local Historical Society 
and includes more than 500 pictures of the 
village through the ages. 

Its 210 pages of text and illustrations aim 
to give a balanced view of the village, its 
buildings and its people at work and 
leisure. 

The index contains more than 450 sur¬ 
names of people appearing in photographs 
or mentioned in the text. 

The reader is introduced to Roade, with a 
‘walk’ around the town to show how things 
have changed, and stayed the same, over 
time. 

The book also covers work, leisure, pubs 
and clubs, weddings, farming and war cele¬ 
brations. 

Thanks to a grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, the book will go on sale this 
weekend at a special introductory price of 
£8.50. 

An exhibition at St Mary’s Church hall 
this weekend will include photographs and 
documents from the book and displays by 
exhibitors from neighbouring villages, as 
well as an opportunity to buy the book.

PLANS to build a 112-room 
hotel in Upton Way have been 
given the thumbs down by 
councillors. 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee dis¬ 
cussed their apprehensions 
regarding the potential of the six 
storey building near Sixfields 
stadium at their meeting on 
Tuesday. 

Previous applications for an 
eight screen multiplex cinema 
and a hotel and restaurant for 
the same area were rejected. 

In 2001 a hotel facility was 


refused as ‘the site is in an area at 
risk from flooding and the exist¬ 
ing flooding defences are below 
the appropriate standard’. 

Cllr Richard Matthews said: “I 
think a six storey building next to 
the road will be like driving past 
Sol Central in the town centre 
and I do not think much of that 
building. 

“In my opinion, it will not com¬ 
plement the area.” 


The hotel plans feature a spa, 
leisure facility, an access road 
and a car park for 150 cars. 

Cllr Christopher Malpas said: 
“This is a gateway into the town. 
What we want is for people to 
say ‘wow’ as they look at it. 

“Something of this size and 
scale is not the right look. 

“We should be putting some¬ 
thing like that in the town cen¬ 
tre.”

Cllr loan Kirkbride, county council cabinet 
member for policy, partnerships and 
performance, said: “It’s so important for anyone 
who receives a place survey to respond so that we 
can get real views and opinions from a cross 
section of residents living in the county. 

“We can then use the survey results to help us 
plan what we need to achieve in the next few 
years to ensure we are meeting people’s 
priorities. 

“You won’t be able to miss the surveys when 
they arrive; they are bright yellow and should 
only take ten minutes to fill in. 

“I hope everyone takes this opportunity to tell 
us what they think about the place where they 
live.” 

Northamptonshire Police Chief Constable 
Davina Logan said: “We have recently launched 
and committed to the Policing Pledge which sets 
out our agreed service standards to the public. 

“The place survey will help us to understand in 
more depth the public’s views, which will enable 
us to design and deliver our services in the 
fashion that our communities want. 

“This is vital to our ongoing drive to increase 
public confidence in the police service.”

POLICE are urging residents to be vigi¬ 
lant after a spate of distraction burgla¬ 
ries. 

Elderly people are being targeted by 
the cruel opportunists claiming they are 
from organisations to gain entry to 
homes before stealing money or valu¬ 
ables. 

The latest incident occurred on Sunday 
between 1.25pm and 1.35pm. 

A 70-year-old woman allowed two men 
to enter her home in Coverack Close, 
Northampton. The offenders claimed 
her ceiling might be leaking as a result of 
work they were carrying out in the flat 
above. Items stolen included a purse 
containing money and a debit card. 

On Saturday, between 1pm and 2pm, 
an 83-year-old woman allowed a man to 
enter her home in Kingsley Road, 
Northampton. 

The man claimed he needed to check 
the water, as there were some problems 
with the bath in the flat upstairs. 

While in the kitchen with this man, 
another man entered the house. She 
later discovered that a sum of cash had 
been taken. 

Northamptonshire Police and 
Northamptonshire County Council 
Trading Standards are working together 
to look out for and lock up doorstep 
criminals across the county who target 
elderly or vulnerable people. 

The Doorstep crime Action Network 
(DAN) was set up in early September 
and is made up of members of the pub¬ 
lic together with public, private, charity 
and community sector organisations.

A STAIN repellent layer is being 
applied to the pavements in 
Northampton’s Gold Street to 
help protect the stonework and 
prolong the life of the surface. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s highways contractor 
MGWSP is carrying out the work 
as part of the finishing touches 
to a regeneration project, which 
has been designed to enhance 
the appearance of the town cen¬ 
tre, though has proven to be 
unpopular among traders in the 
street. 

Work began on Monday, with a 
team jet-washing the already 
heavily-stained pavement, and 
removing chewing gum careless¬ 
ly thrown on the floor. 

The solvent free, water-based 


coating will protect the pave¬ 
ment against staining from oil, 
grease and tyre marks. 

It forms a transparent barrier 
just beneath the surface, which 
prevents stains while keeping 
the natural colour. 

Cllr Heather Smith, county 
council cabinet member for 
environment, growth and trans¬ 
port, said: “This finishing touch 
will really make a difference to 
the paving in Gold Street and will 
contribute hugely by making the 
surfaces more resistant to stain¬ 
ing and easier to clean. 

“Gold Street is very popular 


and receives a great deal of use 
night and day. Therefore it is 
essential that measures are 
taken so that the stonework is 
robust enough to cope with the 
enormous amount of wear and 
tear it receives.” 

This process could only be car¬ 
ried out once Gold Street had 
been open for a few weeks and 
subject to regular use, allowing 
the paving and joints to stabilize. 

Work on cleaning and applying 
the stain repellent coating to the 
pavements is scheduled to be 
completed by Wednesday, 
September 30.

AN EDUCATION scheme for schoolchild¬ 
ren emphasising the joy of learning has 
been launched in the county. 

The Northamptonshire Children’s 
University is an extension of 
Northamptonshire County Council’s exist¬ 
ing study support service where learning 
opportunities take place outside normal 
lessons and out of school hours. 

Students are encouraged to develop their 
own personalised curriculum and take 
responsibility for their own learning. 

They are encouraged to progress through 
the national certification scheme, based 
on their number of hours of attendance 
throughout their involvement with out-of- 
hours learning. 

The launch, organised by the council and 
the University of Northampton, saw the 
first group of students awarded Bronze 
certificates earned while taking part in

“We’re establishing a children’s university 
here in Northamptonshire for young peo¬ 
ple of all academic abilities in the hope 
that we can nurture a love of learning 
beyond the conventional classroom envi¬ 
ronment. 

“We hope to develop the understanding 
that learning can be the springboard to 
lifelong achievement.” 

The council’s aim is for 600 young people 
to access 30 hours of Children’s University 
activity giving a total of 18,000 hours of 
learning in the first year of the pro¬ 
gramme.

The goal of the Smokefree Homes 
scheme is to help promote this message 
and aims to highlight the health and safe¬ 
ty and wellbeing benefits of living in a 
totally smokefree home. 

Marie Rose, district liaison officer for 
Northamptonshire Fire and Rescue said: 
“We are very pleased to be an active part¬ 
ner in this smokefree homes scheme - 
from our point of view, the less people 
that smoke in the home the less likely 
they are to be victims of a house fire. 

“There are so many hazards associated 
with smoking in the home, from ciga¬ 
rettes not being extinguished properly, to 
matches and lighters being left in the 
reach of young children. There are clear 
safety benefits as well as the positive 
health and wellbeing benefits for all 
members of the household in not smok¬ 
ing or breathing in second hand smoke.”

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Joining the 

recycling 

revolution

FIFTEEN thousand more 
homes in Northampton 
benefited this week from 
the kerbside glass recycling 
collection scheme. 

Nearly 900 tonnes has 
been recycled during the 
four, one-week long collec¬ 
tions that have been carried 
out so far. 

The energy saving equiva¬ 
lent to this would save 
enough energy to boil water 
for 7.5 million cups of tea or 
power a television for 41,666 
days solid, that is 114 years. 

Households which use 
black sacks for their refuse 
have been taking delivery of 
their glass boxes and collec¬ 
tion calendars over the past 
three weeks. 

They will join the other 
65,000 - all those with 
wheelie bins - who have 
now been recycling their 
glass jars and bottles for four 
months. 

Glass will be collected 


every four weeks on the 
same day as black sack col¬ 
lections. 

Cllr Trini Crake, Cabinet 
Member for Environment, 
said: “The glass collections 
are just one part of the bor¬ 
ough council’s commitment 
to reducing the amount of 
waste that goes to landfill. 

“From the amount of bot¬ 
tles and jars taken away so 
far it’s clear that people are 
more than happy to do their 
bit for the environment and 
help save energy through 
recycling. 

“I’m thrilled the council is 
rolling this out to another 
15,000 homes because it 
also makes a big difference 
to those people who have 
difficulty getting to a bottle 
bank due to no transport, 
age or disability. 

“The UK recycles approxi¬ 
mately 50 per cent of its 
glass but I hope the people 
of Northampton can top 
those figures to show how 
important environmental 
issues are to them.”

encourage students from 
this area to get to know and 
work with A-Level students 
in Uganda.

THE Market Square has been lit up as part 
of the town centre regeneration plans. 

Northampton Borough Council invited 
Philips Lighting to demonstrate how LED 
lighting could dramatically change the 
image of the Market Square.

darkest of evenings. Northampton Borough 
Council is dedicated to making the most of 
its beautiful, historic buildings. 

“It was spectacular to see the southern 
side of the Market Square illuminated by 
state-of-the-art white and colour change 
LED lighting - the historical architecture 
looked wonderful. Not only would it trans¬ 
form our market square in the evenings, 
using modern technologies would use less 
power than the current lamps and bring 
environmental benefits - it is extraordinary 
how we could make a dramatic difference to 
the town centre and cut energy bills. 

“We are currently looking at all the 
options available. If funding is secured in 
the future, the Market Square could take 
another transformational leap forward.”

No cycling here 

SIGNS have been put up across the 
town to help cyclists and pedestrians 
alike. 

Warning signs now alert those on 
bikes and make it clear areas they 
cannot use, and also inform them of 
the penalties they could face should 
they be caught. 

Existing signs are already up in 
Abington Street and Fish Street, but 
cyclists have complained that they 
are not as clear as they could be. 

The Safer Stronger Northampton 
Partnership - Northamptonshire 
Police, Northampton Borough 
Council and Northamptonshire 
County Council - is setting out to 
make the no-cycling rule clear to 
everyone with the aim making things 
safer for pedestrians in the town cen¬ 
tre. 

An average of ten people a month 
were stopped for cycling in Abington 
Street during operations in June, July 
and August, and some people find the 
problem of cyclists abusing the rules 
particularly difficult. 

The new signs, pictured below, are 
specific - there is no cycling in parts of 
Abington Street at any time. 

The same restrictions apply in Fish 
Street, though cycling is permitted in 
parts of Dychurch Lane. 

Officers and PCSOs from the St 
Crispin Safer Community Team and 
Northampton Borough Council’s 
Environmental Wardens will be pri¬ 
oritising the issue in Abington Street 
over the next few weeks and Talking 
CCTV will continue to advise cyclists 
to dismount and push their bikes.

Promotion would be the 
icing on season’s cake 


THIS has been a smashing 
season for us but it could be 
one that we remember even 
more if we secure 
promotion to Division One. 

In some ways you could 
equate our match against 
Leicestershire to a must-win 
test match, like England 
against Australia at the Oval 
a couple of weeks ago. 

The series was tied at 1-1 and 
they had to scrap it out to see 
who would win. That is similar to 
the situation that we are in due to the way results 
have gone.

Yet again we missed a chance to make an early 
breakthrough, although Alistair Cook and fohn 
Maunders both played very well. 

After tea, Hall and fohan van der Wath bowled 
fantastically. Johan took five wickets and got us to 
the point where perhaps one more wicket would 
have saved the game. 

Graham Napier was in and swinging hard when 
the ball dropped just short of long on. Then in 
Johan’s penultimate over he hit him for 19. That 
shows how close the game was. 

It was an exciting match but we should not have 
found ourselves in that situation. Having said that, 
it is all history when we play Leicestershire and we 
must now concentrate on what is in front. 

This is not their most experienced team that has 
taken to the field but I expect their younger players 
will be determined to make an impression. We will 
not be taking them lightly. 

Promotion would be a special achievement, 
especially with us being deprived of some of our 
players for large parts of the season. 

We have been without David Sales for the whole 
campaign, while the likes of van der Wath, Stephen 
Peters and Niall O’Brien have spent time on the 
sidelines. There have also been several of our 
younger players coming in and out of the side at 
various stages. 

We need to play to our best both individually and 
collectively, pull together and show the right team 
spirit as we have done all season. 

We also can’t be looking over our shoulders at what 
is happening in other matches. 

I want to see the players win, and not just this 
match but promotion as well. We’ve been competi¬ 
tive all year but now we need to make the next step 
and keep winning. 


The battle for top flight 
return goes to the wire 


CRICKET 

HAVING missed out on the chance of lifting the 
NatWest Pro40 Division Two title, Northants head 
into the final week of the season with promotion to 
the top flight still within their grasp. 

It has been a case of so near but so far for the team 
during the course of 2009, with defeat on Twenty20 
Cup finals day followed by the weekend’s 78 run defeat 
at Middlesex ending their Pro40 hopes. 

Attention now switches to the final County Champi¬ 
onship match of the year at home to Leicestershire, 
which began yesterday. 

After suffering a last day defeat to Essex in their 
Division Two clash last week, Northants now lie third 
in the table and three points off the final promotion 
place. 

Derbyshire, Glamorgan and Gloucestershire also go 
into the final week with a chance of clinching that 
coveted place in the first division. 

Just 11 points separate second and sixth, and with a 
maximum of 22 points on offer for victory it promises 
to be a nailbiting few days. 

The matter is complicated by the fact that 
Derbyshire host Essex, meaning Northants must 
better whatever the visitors do. 

Several of the side that missed out on Saturday’s loss 
at Middlesex returned to the starting XI yesterday. 

Andrew Hall (pictured), Johan van der Wath and 
Monty Panesar were all rested, while David Lucas, 
Niall O’Brien and Stephen Peters were suffering from 
slight injuries. 

That meant there was an unfamiliar look to the 
Steelbacks side that took to the field, with Academy 
batsman Rob Newton making his debut. 

But after four hard days against Essex, head coach 
David Capel was left with no choice but to make 
changes to his side. 

He said: “Andrew Hall and Johan van der Wath were 
bowling an extended spell of hostile pace which took 
an immense physical and mental effort. 

“They spent every last effort trying to win the game. 
We wanted them to play but it would have been suici¬ 
dal to do so. We needed them to rest for the club. 

“We wanted to see Graeme White in one-day cricket, 
and he bowled and fielded very well. Paul Harrison 
has been the best and most consistent batsman for 
the 2nd XI so we needed to see him.” 

Middlesex chose to bat first at Uxbridge, but Tyrone 
Henderson’s 55 from 44 balls was the only real high¬ 
light of their innings as they reached 220-8 at the close 
of their 40 overs. Graeme White claimed career-best 
limited overs bowling figures of 3-30. 

But the relatively inexperienced Northants batting 



order crumbled and were unable to score quickly 
enough after being tied down by the twin spin attack 
of Shaun Udal and Murali Kartik. 

“It was a difficult pitch to play the spinners on last,” 
said Capel, adding: “If we had won the toss we would 
have batted first. 

“We got off to a flier when bowling, but they did well 
to drag it back and 220 was a good score on that 
pitch.” 

Northants still face the trip to Kent Spitfires on Sun¬ 
day in their final match of 2009, but both sides will be 
playing for pride as neither can now affect the 
outcome of the Pro40 title race.

THIS was not how it was meant to be - eight 
games into the new season and Northampton 
Town find themselves sitting just one point 
above the relegation zone.

Despite the defeat, he was encouraged by the per¬ 
formance against Rochdale that could have seen the 
Cobblers earn a share of the points had Steve Guinan’s 
header not come back off the frame of the goal. 

As it was William Buckley’s 68th minute strike 
proved to be enough for Dale to take all three points, 
just four minutes after Ryan Gilligan had evened 
things up. 

Now Sampson and his charges travel to Shrewsbury 
to take on a side that have not conceded a goal in 
their previous two matches. 

Back-to-back 2-0 wins have seen Paul Simpson’s 
side up to seventh as they look to make up for last 
season’s defeat in the League Two play-off final. 

Northampton are likely to welcome back defender 
Chris McCready after he completed his one match 
ban, while Liam Davis remains absent with his foot 
injury. 

Simon Brown also looks set to continue in goal 
ahead of Chris Dunn, who kept a clean sheet for the 
reserves in their 0-0 draw at home to Colchester 
United on Tuesday. 

Following this weekend’s game, Northampton wel¬ 
come another managerless team in Rotherham 
United to Sixfields on Tuesday evening.

But having reached the Wicklow 
Mountains, Wilson was struck down 
by illness and under orders from the 
race doctor was forced to pull out. 

“It’s the first time I’ve packed in a 
race,” he said. “I can only put it down 
to bad luck. 

“It’s frustrating when you’re racing 
so well and are so fit. 

“I snapped my bike in the first 24 
hours. The road conditions were 
terrible and a lot of the pros were 


jumping on to mountain bikes. I had to 
switch to the reserve bike but when 
that broke I had to finish on the 
training bike. 

“The race doctor wouldn’t let me 
carry on. 

“You have to accept that and no 
matter how determined you are, you 
have to look after your welfare.” 

The 8pm stage starts meant sleep 
deprivation was also a problem for the 
riders and Wilson admitted to 
suffering hallucinations at times 
during the latter parts of his race. 

He will now have a couple of weeks 
off the bike before going back into 
training for next year. He expects to 
be back racing in February, with the 
first event set to be in Florida. 

He has been invited to compete in 
the Italian national championships in 
April and is planning to head back to 
Ireland. 

Wilson said: “I’ve got unfinished 
business there. I’ll definitely be going 
back because it has to be sorted.”

As a Beacon Authority for road safety 
excellence, Northamptonshire County 
Council, as part of its work in the 
Casualty Reduction Partnership, has been 
awarded £1.5 million from the 
Department for Transport to fund the 
project, which is investigating the 
problems facing drivers on rural roads. 

The Rightracks project aims to develop innovative 
strategies, interventions and solutions by evaluating 


the data behind the casualty problem on the county’s 
rural road network. 

An area in South Northants was chosen 
for the project following detailed 
collision analysis. The zone includes 54 
villages of varying sizes, as well as 
Towcester and Brackley on the 
periphery of the zone. 

The Rightracks project runs for three years and 
involves staff from throughout the Northamptonshire 


Casualty Reduction Partnership. At the end of the 
three-year project (April 2010), the results will be 
shared with other local authorities. Northamptonshire 
County Council is one of only four authorities across 
the country chosen to take part in the project.
